SriuifonxLD, Mass., April 9.— The body of 
a woman was found on Htmday about a mile 
from the Preacott almshouse, in the town of 
New Salem. It was clad ia a light calico 
draas, tiardly any underclothing and a light 
shawL It proved to be ' the body of Mr*. 
Abby Lindsay, an insane pauper, forty-eight 
Tears old, who made bar escape from the 
Pw aeo tt almshouse on March ft in a blinding 
snow storm. Sha wandered off and was 
Beror seen aliye again. The master and 
aaatron of the house are Mr. and Urs. Wal- 
ter T. Vaughn, a&d they made no effort to 
•aosftain the fate of the woman. Some of 
tba aaighbors reported the case to the stata 
ifoairt of health, aad a visitor came tip from 
BoatoB last week to Investigate. A aoouting 
party was organlaad, aad a few weeks after 
death the body waa diaoovenxl with the flexh 
all picked off the face and the eye« picked 
out 

The master admit* that as a pntcnution to 
keep her from escaping he had been in the 
babit of fastening to her ankle a convict's 
ball and chain. The ball weighed fifty 
pminds and the chain was six fm>t long. An - 
atbar favorite way of puniishing this poor 
woman wan to keep her he«d iindw writer 
tmul her face was black. A honiewhipping 
was thrown in oocaslonally. The poor bounu 
itself io in a filthy condition. An investi^^a- 
tion is making, and the full extent of cruelty 
practiced at this institution in the name of 
charity will soon ba kaewa. Several deaths 
have takea (riaoe thara ^during tha last two 
years. *

The flnniea 
rushed up the stairways, front ami rear, and ■ 
cut off the escape of the inmatf, who weir 
all aatoep on tha floora When they wen 
aronaad a deadly parfl fboad them. 

Tlia naiiiM had poMBdaBoT thostalrwayt 
whldibad besB rtekMad tmpassabia wblk 
thoy slept unconscious of their danger. There 
was a wild rushing to and fro, the men shout- 
ing for hi-lp and the women .vid ohildrea 
S( reanun;^ ami crying. Those who preserved 
their presence of of mind went to thtvfijie 
escaptvi which were on both tlie front and 
rear of tha building, and for a time the bai- 
conie« of the escapee were alive with human 
beings fleeing for their lives Many were 
Bnve<.l by means of the eficafws. Others of the 
airiij^htxj.! U>nants made their way to tlia 
roofs of the buildings where they waitod and 
shouted for help In making •heir way out 
of their apartments many of the poor i>eoplo 
were compelled to poM throngn the tinmen, 
which ha<l mounted all through the .stau^ 
ca.scfi (iml broke out of the roof. 

An alunn brought a section of the fire do- 
parlnii lit t" the burning tenement**. When 
the tlrenien Imrned that there were lives in 
peril they nLslied to the s<-ene with the enU 
for whu li they are distinKUi.shed. Clambei- 
iiig up tlio Hi e escapes the crews of hook end 
lad.ler comiMiiiies No. f> and No. iMjjauied the 
roof. There tliey found a numt>er ot women 
and childn-n who had l)f*n more or lean se- 
verely Imriiiil in thoir rooms, but who hail 
SHcaiMMt to the roof. The injured were 
wrap|>«>il in M.inkets nod i)uilts nn \ . le.l 
down totlie sti«H>t, where tliey ven- Kiveii 
slielt.'!- in the n''it;hU)ring bous/-- u i'il ttie 
amliulHMi i - which were «>imin >iier| iirrive<l.

The injured men, women and i hi jlreii were 
tt'llderly lift>il into the am' iilnii.-es itml 
driven wit h all t^ixied to th<> liospiKils. The 
ainbulaiu cs fri>iii the (}ouverm",ir slip hos- 
pital madi' several trijM to and fro, and U*- 
fore 1 o"< lnck this morning thirteen jicrKoni.. 
six women, four children, one Ixiv and two 
men, were under treatment there. Two men 
and a girl were taken to Bt-llevue hospital, 
and there were others token to tiie Ciiamlmrs 
street hospital. All tbaaa poor people are ter- 
ribly burned and wMBB of than an fatally 
injtired. 

The house is what to known as a "double- 
decker" that is a front aad a rear hotise on 
the same lot, with a small space between the 
buildings. There is an alley way running in 
from the strM^ for the accommodation of tht* 
t«nantii living in the house. There are ao- 
commodaticjiui for fotu* families on each of 
ttie five floors of the tenement, or forty fam- 
ilies in all There were probably iW per- 
sons, men, women and childraB, boaaad bbp 
der the roofs of than baiidlaga, adNB Ifeb 
fire broke out. 

The Are started in the basement of l'.> Ks- 
aex street, which is occupied as a luikery by 
a man named Levi Tbto bakery runi< 
through from front to rear under both the 
buQdings ; and there was before tlie fire a 
thin wooden {mrtition running through tha 
canter of the bake shopi The (Ire is believed 
to have been caused by aa over-heated ovaa 
in the rear portion of tba bakery, and owiag 
to tha peculiar oonatruction of the buildiag, 
the flanua at oaoa attacked the stairway of 
both Uie front ahd rear houites. Tliere was 
more lire in tlie rear than in the front build- 
ing. As tba flamw aaoaaded tliay spread on 
aaob side of the narrow stairway along tba 
narrow halls, and thus from the outset ea^ 
oape by the stain was cut off. Chief Shay, 
of the fire dapartoMBt, said thto monting 
that but for tha fin aaoapM on tba front and
